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SECRETARY 
BRYAN HAS 
RESIGNED 

Could Not Sign The Note 
Which Goes to Ger- 
many 



TAFT SUGGESTED 
AS SUCCESSOR 

Washington. Jane 8 — William 
Jennings Bryan, three times the 
democratic candidate for the' 
presidency of the United State* 
and author of nearly thirty peace 
treaties with the prineipal na 
tiot/s of the world, resigned to- 
day as Secrets ry of State as a 
dramatic srqnel to bis disagree- 
ment with President Wilson 
orer the Government's policy 
toward Germany. 

The resignation was accepted 
by tbe President. The cabinet 
then approved the response which 
bad been prepared to the German 
reply to the Lasi tenia note. Act 
inc. Secretary Robert Lansing 
will sign the document and to- 
morrow it will be cabled to Ber- 
lin. 

Will Support WiUoa Ftlitloally 

Secretary Bryan will return to 
private life tomoi row, wben tbe 
resignation takes eifect. It was 
teamed tbat he in tends to con- 
tinue his political support of the 
President. 

Rather than sign the document 
which be believed might possi- 
bly draw the United Stales into 
war, Mr. Bryan submitted his 
resignation la a letter declaring 
tbat "the issue involved is of 
•uch moment that to remain a 
member of the cabinet would be 
as unfair to you as it would be 
to the cause which is nearest my 
beart, namely/ the prevention 
of war." 

The president rccepted the res 
iguation in a letter of regret, 
tinged with deep personal feel 
iog of affection. The letters cou 
atitutiog official announcement 
of Mr. Bryau'a departure from 
the cabinet to private life were 
made public at tbe white house 
at 0 o'clock tonight. 

A coalitation cabinet, such as 
wet recently formed in England, 
may be the result of Sec. Bryan's 
defection. Men most prominent 
ly mentioned in Washington to 
■ucceed Bryan are l ift and Eli 
ba Root. 

The'preaidem's closest advisers 
think it would have a whtletome 
effect on public opinion abroad, 
as well as toward uuifying the 
nation, to appoint Taft, who has 
whole-heartedly approved Wil- 
aon's foreign poliey.

A visiting, nurse, Miss May 
Bogard, has been employed for 14 
mouths at Ashland, Boyd countv. 
Daring that period 26 deaths 
have occurred from tuberculosis, 
la all these cases, the patient's 
lot has been made easier by the 
ministrations of the nurse. In ad- 
dition, her instruction iu the care 
of tbe patient and fumigation of 
the home will probably prevent 
other members of the family 
from contracting the disease. 

The nurse now has 45consump 
lives uuder her supervision, two 
being cared for in a tent.
